.f i n k i n g B u t t e r . 
Butter making is one of the One arts, anil 
the number of flrst-class artists engaged in 
this department of labor is comparatively 
small. 
It is true that all over the coantry, in 
every state, and in almost every county there 
are thousands of butter-makers, both men 
and women, who churn cream and produce 
an article known and sold as butter. 
Much 
of this product disgraces tTie name, and is 
wholly until for the table; all because a few 
plain principles are not known and prac­ 
ticed. 
In the country among dairymen, the 
ability to make good butter is considered a 
kind of knack, w hich mils in families, and 
many a young man contemplating going into 
the dairy business, marries the daughter of 
noted butter-nmker for the sake of lier ability 
in this branch of business, which she is sup 
posed to have inherited from her mother.— 
Other things being equal, good, first-class, 
aud even gi!t-edged butter ought to lie made 
in every farmer’s house, and especially in the 
house of every dairy farmer. 
Tim whole of 
the secret lies in (lie manipulation of the 
cream. 
When milk is first drawn from the 
cow tile butter is diffused throughout Hie en 
tire rn,is* in minute globules, which rise to 
Hie surface ae tile milk cools. 
To secure the 
most cream, the milk should be set in shal­ 
low pans of not more than five bichos in 
depth,in a cool place and of uneven tempera­ 
ture and perfectly free from any unpleasant 
odors. 
The milk-room should not be ated 
for any other purpose. 
A large proportion of 
the butter made by small dairy farmers is 
mach injured, it not spoiled, by associating 
J he milk and cream with a great variety of 
family products that impart lo it an unpleas­ 
ant flavor. 
Both cream and butter are ex­ 
tremely sensitive to odors; even such as arise 
in a house from ordinary cooking arc enough 
to materially affect its flavor. 
For this rea­ 
son Hic milk room should be isolated as much 
as possible, and kept with scrupulous neat­ 
ness und sweetness. 
Never let the milk or 
cream sour,as it is difficult to remove the acid 
from the butter eveu by careful washing and 
working. 
We believe it best ta take the 
cream from the milk within twenty-four hours 
after it is set and to churn it at once. Cream 
of different ages does not yield as great a 
proportion of butter as that of the same ago. 
Let the cream always be of uniform tempera­ 
ture throughout before it is put into the chum, 
and of about sixty-two degrees, Fab., and 
there will bo Utile trouble of frothing cream, 
or of “ cream that wou't make butter.” The 
kind of churn we think makes little differ­ 
ence, but as a rule the old fashioned dash 
churn seems to hare a3 many friends as any 
and to do its work very satisfactorily. 
After 
the butter “ has come” and is well gathered 
into a mass, remove it to a large wooden 
bowl and pour over it a few quarts of cold 
water, which will serve to cool th* butter and 
remove the buttermilk aud any casine that 
may remail); afterward salt and removo to 
the cellar there to rcmaiivat least twenty-four 
hours before it receives its Qual working.— 
This latter process is one of ioqiortaiico, the 
object simply tieing to remove any buttermilk 
that may remain, and the water of crystiliza- 
tion famished by th* salt. 
Butter should 
never be manipulated with the band, and it 
should not b* overworked, clso it loses its ]>e- 
cuiiar cry stall ne character and becomes sticky 
aud greasy. 
A great many very Die* aud 
particular people make poor butter by over­ 
working it. 
Rack in clean, new casks that 
have been well soaked in brine. 
Keep from 
the air as much as possible. 
When the firkin 
or tub is full, cover witli a cloth well spread 
with salt and then cover or head as tight as is 
convenient. 
To recapitulate:—Sweet cream, 
uniform 
temperature, 
scrupulously clean utensil, 
casine and buttermilk carefully removed, not 
overworked, and a cool, dark cellar for keep­ 
ing will invariably give first quality butter.

A P l e a s a n t t h a t A b o u t H a y . 
A contributor to the Hartford Courant 
says: 
“ Iii expending our little bay of bay— 
u twelve-feet cube, or thereabouts—I find each 
borse-load reminds me by its peculiar herbage 
of tho part of the meadow it came from, and 
.the circumstances of ila gathering la the reg­ 
ular inverted sequence of the hay harvest. 
The loads that were perfectly cured give an 
account of themselves in a more aromatic 
sweetness. 
Those that were stored with a 
risky excess of moisture tell the tate in 
volumes ol fiuo musty dust, especially in the 
middle of the mow. Tho beat thero twas un­ 
doubtedly near the scalding point, the bay 
shows a dull, brownish green tint, aud has 
become very dry and brittle. 
The sugary 
gums and dried juices belonging to hay in its 
bact condition, und tending to preserve the 
weight and strength of its fibre, seems to have 
been quite consumed in the interior parts of 
some of the leads. 
So that the young ones 
in one stormy day, with a jumping frolic, 
may reduce a whole foddering to the lightest 
chat]. 
The outside is in better condition, 
showing that, if I had taken the precaution to 
provide oue or several small air-holes from 
the bottom upward, as by pulling up short 
pieces of joist while the hay was being filled 
in, this waste of the richer aud more appetiz­ 
ing portions of the fodder might have been 
prevented. 
A partial remedy in the use of such bay is 
to sprinkle each foddering with water several 
hours before it ic wanted. 
A pail of water, 
■ay, for ten or twelve animals. 
If the hay is 
fine, whatever provender is fed may be mingl­ 
ed witli the bay, layer by layer—adding more 
water from the nose of the water-pot. This 
without a slop upon a clean barn floor, or 
making the mixture heavier than wilted grass. 
Hie wuter alone will settle the dust, and de­ 
velop anew whatever of fragrance the hay 
may be capable of yielding. 
The improve­ 
ment is as obvious as that produced in stale 
breed by steaming, or heating in the oven 
with a moist cloth. It is a similar dampening 
by the weather that makes rough and moist 
fodder, thrown from the stack, more accepta­ 
nce to cattle, sometimes, than the best dry 
hay would be.”

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M a k in g B u tter. 
Butter making is one of the fine arts, and 
the number of first-class artists engaged in 
this department of labor ¡a comparatively 
small. It is true that all over the country, in 
every state, and in almost every county there 
are thousands of butter-makers, both men 
and women, who churn cream and prodace 
an article known and sold as batter. Much 
of this product disgraces tTie name, and is 
wholly uuflt for the table; all because a few 
plain principles are not known and prac­ 
ticed. In the country among dairymen, the 
ability to make good butter is considered a 
kind of knack, which rnns in families, and 
many a young man contemplating going into 
the dairy business, marries the daughter of a 
noted butter-maker (or the sake of her ability 
in this branch of business, which she is sup­ 
posed to have inherited from her mother.— 
Other things being equal, good, first-class, 
aud even giit-edged butter ought to be made 
ia every farmer’s house, and especially in the 
house of every dairy farmer. The whole of 
the secret lies in the manipulation of the 
cream. When milk is first drawn from (lie 
cow the butter is diffused throughout the en­ 
tire mass in minute globules, whicli rise to 
the surface as the milk cool?. To secure the 
most cream, the milk should be set in shal­ 
low pans of not more than five inches in 
depth,in a cool place and of uneven tempera­ 
ture aud perfectly free from any unpleasant 
odors. The milk-room should not be used 
for any other purpose. A large proportion of 
the butter made by small dairy farmers is 
much injured, if not spoiled, by associating 
¿he milk and cream with a great variety of 
family products that impart to it an unpleas­ 
ant flavor. Both cream and butter are ex­ 
tremely sensitive to odors; even such as arise 
in a house from ordinary cooking are enough 
to materially aflect its flavor. For tlii3 rea­ 
son the milk room should be isolated as much 
as possible, and kept with scrupulous neat­ 
ness and sweetness. Never let the miik or 
cream sour,n3 it la difficult to remove the acid 
from the butter even by careful washing and 
working. We believe it best to take the 
cream from the milk within twenty-four hours 
after it is set and to churn it at once. Cream 
of different ages does not yield as great a 
proportion of butter as that of the same ago. 
Let the cream always be of uniform tempera­ 
ture throughout before it is put into the churn, 
and of about sixty-two degrees, Fall., and 
there will be little trouble of frothing cream, 
or of “ cream that won’t make butter.” The 
kind of churn we think makes little differ­ 
ence, but as a rule the old fashioned dash 
churn seems to have as many friends as any 
and to do its work very satisfactorily. After 
the butter “ has come” and is well gathered 
into a mass, remove it to a large wooden 
bowl and pour over it a few quarts of cold 
water, which will serve to cool the butter and 
remove the buttermilk aud any casine that 
may remaiu; afterward salt and removo to 
the cellar there to remaimat least twenty-four 
hours before it receives its fiual working.— 
This latter process is one of importance, the 
object simply being to remove any buttermilk 
that may remain, aud the water of crystiliza- 
tion furnished by the 3alt. Butter should 
never be manipulated with the hand, and it 
should not be overworked, else it loses its pe­ 
culiar crystaline character and becomes sticky 
and greasy. A great many very nice and 
particular people make poor butter by over­ 
working it. Pack iu clean, new casks that 
have been well soaked in brine. Keep from 
the air as much as possible. When the firkin 
or tub is full, cover with a cloth well spread 
with salt and then cover or head a3 tight as is 
convenient. 
To recapitulate:—Sweet cream, uniform 
temperature, scrupulously clean utensils, 
casine and buttermilk carefully removed, not 
overworked, and a cool, dark cellar for keep­ 
ing will invariably give first quality butter.

A P lea sa n t C bat A bout H a y . 
A contributor to the Hartford Courant 
says: “ In expeudiug our little bay of bay— 
a twelve-feet cube, or thereabouts—I find each 
horse-load reminds me by its peculiar herbage 
of tbo part of the meadow it came from, and 
the circumstanees of its gathering in the reg­ 
ular inverted sequence of the hay harvest. 
The loads that were perfectly cured give an 
account of themselves in a more aromatic 
sweetness. Those that were stored with a 
risky excess of moisture tell the tale in 
volumes ot fine musty dust, especially in the 
middle of the mow. The heat there |was un­ 
doubtedly near the scalding point, the hay 
shows a dull, brownish green tint, and has 
become very dry and brittle. 
The sugary 
gums and dried juices belonging to hay in its 
best condition, and tending to preserve the 
weight and strength of its fibre, seems to have 
been quite consumed in the interior parts of 
some of the loads. So that the young ones 
in one stormy day, with a jumping frolic, 
may reduce a whole foddering to the lightest 
chaff. The outside is in better condition, 
showing that, if I had taken the precaution to 
provide oue or several small air-holes from 
the bottom upward, as by pulling up short 
pieces of joist while the hay was being filled 
in, thi3 waste of the richer and more nppetix- 
ing portions of the fodder might have been 
prevented. 
A partial remedy in the use of such hay is 
to sprinkls each foddering with water several 
hours before it is wanted. A pail of water, 
■ay, for ten or twelve animals. If the hay is 
fine, whatever provender is fed may be mingl­ 
ed with the hay, layer by layer—adding more 
water from the nose of the water-pot. This 
without a slop upon a clean barn floor, or 
making the mixture heavier than wilted grass. 
The water alone will settle the dust, and de­ 
velop anew whatever of fragrance the hay 
may be capable of yielding. 
The improve­ 
ment is as obvious as that produced in stale 
breed by steaming, or heating in the oven 
with a moist cloth. It is a similar dampening 
by the weather that makes rough and moist 
fodder, thrown from the stack, more accepta­ 
nce to cattle, sometimes, than the best dry 
hay would be.”

It is certainly gratifying to know that the 
withheld dividends of The Tribune are only 
withheld because they are invested as fast as 
earned in its valuable real estate in Printing 
House Square.

The merry wit* who frequent legislative 
halls have t>«#n getting up a burlesque ou 
Bergh’a laws for tho betterment of the condi­ 
tion of animals. 
Like all reforms, there is a 
chance ob tho edges for keen wits to make 
considerable fun in Hie line of reducing the 
thing to an absurdity. 
The “ Act for the 
protection of life” and prevention of cruelty 
to animals is decidedly funny. 
It solemnly 
enacts that any person shall be imprisoned a 
year who kills “ any animal, vertebrate or in­ 
vertebrate, winged, finned or scaled, centi­ 
pede, octoped, souped, quadruped or biped,” 
aud gives him six months for any wound, 
puncture or perforation of any living thiug. 
When this is done by persons under twelve 
years of age they are to receive twenty-five 
lashes with a leather strap or pickled rod. 
It 
is not considered a valid excuse tiiat (he ani­ 
mal is used for human food, it only being le­ 
gal to cat such animals as have died a natu­ 
ral death. 
The |>enalUes in the case of oy­ 
sters are gradated us follows: On tho half­ 
shell, two mouths; slewed, three’ mouths; 
Boston stewed,four months; fried,six months; 
roast, eight months; broiled, ten months; 
roast in the shell, twelve months. 
These de­ 
grees of punishment are arranged with a 
proper appreeiation of the relative enormity. 
Any pcrsou mutilating any animal, such as 
cutting the ears of dogs, is made subject to 
the lex talionis. 
While the wits are thus making sport of the 
“ Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to An­ 
imals,” its noble President has been doing a 
very worthy deed in rescuing a little girl from 
the brutal treatment of a man and woman 
named Connolly, who seem to have treated Hie 
poor child us a slave. 
The little girl was 
prematurely old, aud had never liecii petted 
nor taken ou a mother’s lap, had never seen 
any stockings,and was creased with whipping* 
and seamed with scars. Iii this case Mr. Bergh 
has stepped forward aud done the unpleasant 
work of others. 
Bach community has scores 
of voluble champions of humanity, who al­ 
ways wait for Mr. Bergh’* kind to do the disa­ 
greeable aud reiqionsible work; but it is plain­ 
ly to be seen that Mr. Bergh lias a broad Iii* 
niaoity that is not exhausted by his efforts 
in behalf of the brute creation. 


I l i a I*rates! af a True Artist. 
Charlotte Cushman, the veteran actress, 
has dons a brave deed for her profession, but 
one very much needed, in declining to serve 
gratuitously at a charity entertainment in 
Washington. 
It required some bravery to 
write the refusal, as tho dramatic profession 
doesn’t receive much charily in the interpre­ 
tation of Us siotive* by those who mix most 
largely in these benevolent enterprises or are 
most conspicuous in managing them. 
Failure 
on their part to do all that is asked of them 
in this respect, is invariably uttiibuted to lack 
of sympathy with the cause. 
Charitable committees seem to think all that 
artists give them in professional service costs 
them next to nothing, as it involves no uctual 
outlay of imoney. 
“They only give their 
time, and what are a few hours’ time for so 
gsod a cause?” say the committeemen. 
Miss 
Cushman shows that the artist of as great 
eminence as herself in her profession actually 
gives from #400 to #500 each night he or she 
performs at a charitable entertainment with­ 
out charge. 
The public think they are strain­ 
ing themselves greatly and exhibiting extraor­ 
dinary regard for the recipients of their dole 
when they buy a ticket at the munificent sum of 
from ouetofivedollars, wiiilethe artist wbogivo* 
her night, for which she can command #500, 
is only credited for allowing good-will, and yet 
•he really returns in value received to each 
one the full amount they expended to hear 
ber. 
The suggestion dropped by Miss Cush­ 
man, In concluding her letter, is very practi­ 
cal. 
The household visitation for fuuds, as 
well as for iuformation regarding the necessi­ 
ties of the neighborhood, is probably the most 
efficient and at the same time most economi­ 
cal means of reaching the poor. 
The most 
perfect plau is that iii use iii a city iii Germa­ 
ny whose name we do not now recall, where 
all persons desiring lo contribute to the ne­ 
cessities of the poor have entire charge of 
those in their immediate neighborhood, apply­ 
ing the funds just where they will do the most 
good, and at the same time preventing all im­ 
position. 
Ii will be a good thing if Miss Cush­ 
man’s earnest and sensible words go farther 
than eflecting their immediate object, and 
help churches and kindred organizations abol­ 
ish the entire system of raising fuuds by fairs, 
festivals or concerts. 
There is but little of 
the real principle of giving in requiring a 
portion of your money back in the shape of 
music or pincushions, prize cake or straw­ 
berries. 


A Sensible Yiiuisier. 
Rev. W. U. H. Murray, of Adirouudack, 
may be a very sensational man, but he has a 
broad stratum of common-sense in him, with 
the equally desirable quality of tossing chunks 
of It to his congregation and the outside world 
with the greatest freedom. 
The men who will 
take the responsibility of saying to people 
what noboby else bas ever said to them be* 
fore, especially lf they are church people, are 
heroes of an uncommon degree of moral cour­ 
age, and much more rare than. the Christian 
charity of which Hood bewailed. 
Mr. Murray asked for an associate pastor, bat 
(he congregation rather demurred, whereupon 


he tells them if the lack of funds is the difficulty 
they need not pay himself any salary until the 
finances of tbs church will fully stand it. 
He 
certainly evinces iii* earnestness by making 
the oiler, and at the same time has sense of 
its importance. 
It is rather strange that with all the atten­ 
tion devoted to tho machinery of churches 
there is but oue church that seizes the real 
key to success in the matter of pastors. 
The 
Catholic church has a regular order of preach­ 
ers, and wherever the church Is at all nume­ 
rous Hie pastor has an assistant, and where 
the pastoral work is not kept almost distinct 
from the preachers It is at least divided to 
such an extent that ll does not interfere with 
the preacher's hours for study and prepara. 
Hon.- There is scarcely a church In any but 
the largest cities but exports a miracle, and 
the fact that miracles cannot conveniently be 
wrought every day accounts for the lack of 
vigor so painfully manifest ic so mauy of these 
organizations. 
Hie cases are very rare in 
which a preacher of more than average ability 
is at all successful in a social way; while the 
astor who mingles most freely and constant­ 
ly among his people, is the most tender sym­ 
pathizer in their sorrows, adviser in their 
troubles, and confidant for their most sacred 
thoughts, 
rarely 
reaches 
above 
medi­ 
ocrity iu the pulpit. 
Tile very tendency of 
mind that makes the one tends to unfit him 
for tho other. 
The good sermon that lasts 
more than an hour in Hie memory of Hie 
hearer, must be hammered out in tho study; 
but every hour spent there is begrudged by a 
people clamorous for pastoral visits, so that 
even if a man is genius euougli to do both 
kinds of work well he finds them tugging iu 
opposite directions and mutually destructive 
of each other. 
Tile luau who gives two ser­ 
mons a Sunday that five hundred people care 
to listen to or from which they can derive 
profit, must pound away at them every day in 
the week, and when lie bas prepared and de­ 
livered them lie has done all Hie literary work 
one man ought to do in a week. 
The fact 
that Hie good preacher don’t do more pastoral 
work or the good pastor more able preaching, 
is, however, always put to ilia discredit as 
something he won’t aud not as something he 
can’t do; and so we have an unending succes­ 
sion of unsatisfactory pastorates simply be­ 
cause churches won’t use a little common­ 
sense. 
Tho way out of tho difficulty is the 
one proposed by Adirondack Murray, which 
every church should adopt unless financially 
unable.

EDtTon F reem an :—W e are expecting the 
Senate Finance Committee to report the Sup- 
lily Bill to-morrow, but it may not be done 
until the Senate Committee gets through its 
new Capitol investigation, but I reckon the 
commission on that building is politically 
strong enough with both parties to hold their 
ground. 
There Is one feature about this in­ 
vestigation that calls for comment. 
The com­ 
mittee consists of Messrs. Wood, Selkreg and 
Lowery—one able lawyer, and the two others 
sufficiently intelligent to conduct this examin­ 
ation without the aid of two outside counsel— 
who will waut #1,000 each or more next year 
for their services in conducting this case 
against the Commissioners. 
In fact there 
are three lawyers besides these counsel, who 
are engaged by outsiders to push the investi­ 
gation. 
Here, then, we find three lawyers, 
who are sufficient, but Hie committee adds 
one or two more. 
These are the men who 
will exercise a $5,000 specimen of spasmodic 
liberality one moment, while voting against a 
$2,000 item for twenty page boys the day pre­ 
vious. 
It is of the same pattern as Comptrol­ 
ler Hopkins' delusive notions and system of 
economy in mauy tilings. 
He, too, accepts a 
$1 ,000 item, in addition to his salary, for os­ 
tensibly performing service as a commissioner 
to fix the exterior bulkhead aud piers in N ew 
York harbor. 
The fact is that he don't do ail 
hour’s work iii that direction. 
Such men 
ought not be too severe on page boys. 
There 
was a sort of private caucus among some of 
Hie New York magnates here to-day over the 
subject of that proposed Metropolitan Police 
bill, but I have not learned what, if any, de­ 
termination was arrived at. 
Tau Norl's Riverside Park or avenue job 
being dead, the Park Commissioners are push­ 
ing ahead to secure the control of those ave­ 
nues. 
Before, or about the time of the elec­ 
tion of Mr. Gilmour as Superintendent of 
Public Instruction it was rumored that be 
would favor the bill to place his office, and 
therefore himself, under tho control of the 
Regents of the University.

well-known that the Regents are fossils; hav­ 
ing no heart in common with those who 
watch over and guard our common school 
interests. 
The Regents are too aristocratic. 
There was a renewal of the old fight in th# 
House to-day over that “ academic item” of 
$250,000 contained in the appropriation bill, 
as reported to the nouse. 
It will lie remem­ 
bered that Warner Miller made a heroic tight 
against this item, and succeeded in having it 
struck out. 
Tim Professors and D. D.’s felt 
sore, and they went to the Senate to get it re­ 
instated, and after a severe tug succeeded. 
When the bill came up in the House yester­ 
day, the old tight broke out anew, and after 
debate’the final vote was ordered taken at 12 
o’clock to-dav, and it was so taken and Hie 
item was agaiu struck out by a vote of 60 to 
53, your entire delegation voting with the 
majority.

Waehner, the juvenile Daniel Webster of Hie 
House, got angry, it seems, over the delay of 
the House Commerce and Navigation Com­ 
mittee to report a bill aflecting Hie New York 
Commissioners of Emigration. 
And tho juve­ 
nile Daniel moved to discharge tho committee 
from its further consideration in order to get 
it before the House. 
Now Snyder is on that 
important committee, and lie didn t like this 
move on Hie chess-board a bit, c3|»ccially as 
the commissioners were to be heard on it next 
day. 
After some sharp talk between Waelmer 
and Biglin, the Chairman of said committee, 
Snyder, put iii a piece of strategy, moving to 
lay the motion on the table, which prevailed 
by a good majority. 
A more furious man than 
the aforesaid juvenile "Daniel” you never saw. 
First blood for Snyder. 
It was a beautiful 
counter on the deep base vocal agent of artic­ 
ulation possessed by Wuehner. 
Mr. Snyder 
will take Ids Saugerties Fire Department hill 
down this week, signed by the Governor. 
There was a “ red hot” time on the floor of 
the House on Wednesday evening, which came 
near resulting iii a passage at arms between 
Messrs. Beebe and Batcheller. 
The Govern­ 
or’s message on “ Inflation" and Weed s reso­ 
lutions having lieeii referred to the Ways ami 
Means Committee, and that committee having 
made a report thereon, Weed proceeded to 
say just enough to lire the “ patriotic” Batch­ 
eller, w ho liegau to denounce the “confederate 
scrip Democracy,” and by indulging very 
liberally in like expressions he chanced lo 
touch “ the Sage of Monticello" where be was 
most sensitive. 
Beebe sat opposite Batcliel- 
ler, and ere the latter sat down Beebe’* hair 
was seen to rise on end “ like quills on the 
fretful porcupine.” 
When Batcheller took his 
seat, Beebe took tho floor and proceeded to 
dress out the Fourtli of July patriot, the sutler 
general, and so warineJ up to bis work that 
Batcheller grew indignant and became angry.

When all had concluded aud Hie 
House adjourned a ring was formed about Hie 
gladiators, who shook fists aud passed some 
very uncomplimentary remarks. 
Senator Connelly lias introduced the fol­ 
lowing bill: 
“ AN ACT To incorjiorate the Ulster Semi­ 
nary.” 


S ection I. Andrew McIntyre, of the village 
of Ellenville, in the town of Wawarsing aud 
county of Ulster, is hereby declared and con­ 
stituted a concretion with succession, by his 
executors or trustees, to be duly npjiointed by 
his last will and testament, by the name aud 
sty Ie of the Ulster Seminary, in Ellenville 
aforesaid, for tho purpose of establishing, 
maintaining and conducting a seminary of ed­ 
ucation. 
§ 2. Tile corporation lisreby created shall 
possess the [ewers and be’subject to the pro­ 
visions contained in the fourth article of first 
title of the fifteenth chapter, aud the third ti­ 
tle of the eighteenth chapter of the first part 
of the revised statutes, so far as the same are 
applicable, and so far as is consistent with the 
constitution. 
§ 3. The said corporation shall be entitled 
to its share of the literature fuud or the in­ 
come thereof, whenever ii shall have complied 
with the fiscal ami other requisite conditions 
which would authorize theRegeut#]of th# Uni­ 
versity to incorporate a select school, and 
shall enjoy such share so long as it in all re­ 
spects, al all times, comply with such condi­ 
tions. 
§ 4. Nothing herein contained shall tie con­ 
strued to exempt the said Andrew McIntyre, 
and such executors or trustees, from legal li­ 
ability tor contracts to be made by him or 
them concerning the said institution, but be 
or they shall tie legally Hallie for the debt* of 
said corporation to the same extent and in the 
same manner as if they had acted iu their in­ 
dividual capacity; but the real estate ac­ 
tually belonging lo the said institution, and 
deviled to and used by the same to the 
amount of ten thousand dollars, aud tho per­ 
sonal estate belonging to the same, and devo­ 
ted to and used exclusively therby, to an 
amount not exceeding five thousand dollars, 
shall stand on the same ground as to taxation 
os if it belonged to any ordinary academical 
incorporation. 
This bill is the same as the original act un­ 
der wiiich Mr. McIntyre's deceased predecessor 
acted, substantially. , But his predecessor hav­ 
ing failed to name a successor by testam enta­ 
ry act as provided for iii the original act of in­ 
corporation, and Mr. McIntyre having pur­ 
chased tho property, and desiring to carry 
forward this educational institution, this bill 
becomes necessary. 
Tile word “Female” in 
the name of the institution is omitted in this 
bill, which bill has been favorably reported. 
Mr. Snyder has introduced Hie following 
bill—the third fish bill aflecting Ulster that 
has attracted attention; one being Mr. Grif­ 
fin's trout prohibitory bill, now on its death­ 
bed probably in the Senate, the other being 
Senator Connelly’s Wallkill Creek fish bill. 
“ AN ACT to prevent tho taking of fish from 
certain parts of the waters of the Esopus 
Creek wiili any net, weir or trap of any 
kind, or set utiy traps net, weir or |>ot in 
said part of the waters of the Esopus Creek 
with lutcut to catch fish.” 


S e c t io n I. No p e rs o n shall a t any time take 
any fish with net, weir, or trap of any kind, 
or set any trap, net, weir or pot, with intent 
to catch fish, in that part of the waters of the 
Esopus Creek lying between tho natural dam 
at a place known as Gienerie arid the dam sit­ 
uate in the village of Saugerties. 
Any person 
violating the provisions of this act shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall 
likewise be liable to a penalty of #25 for each 
oflenc# aud #10 for each fish so taken. 
§ 2. Provides that the penalty to be re­ 
covered shall be recovered in a suit brought 
by the Game Constable of Gauger lief, in same 
manner us is provided for Hi Section 31 of 
Chapter 721 of the Game Laws of 1871. 
Dr. Winter has been in town; also, J. M.

Mr. NEGLEY then oflered an additional 
section limiting the amount of United Slates 
notes in circulation to $400,000,000 aud pro­ 
viding for their convertibility into 3.63 per 
cent. bond*. 
Mr. KELLY moved ids 3.63 proposition as 
a substitute for Negley'*. 
Tbe previous question was then seconded 
on Negley’* and Kelly’* ameudmentt. 
Kelly’s

and then a vote was taken on inserting Kel­ 
ley’s amendment in the bill.

There was a great deal of excitement at­

We always sympathize with any 
person or paper which is persecuted for opin­ 
ion sake, and the assurance of their success 
in resisting such raids is a very valuable indi­ 
cation that the public are daily growiug more 
sensible of the worth and rights of opin­ 
ion. 
We carry our convictions so far in this 
line that we even sympathize with the Times 
in its prospective trouble in the shape of a 
new Republican organ, of whose establish­ 
ment there are rumors once in a while.

he tells them if the lack of fumls is the difficulty 
they need not pay himself any salary until the 
finances of the church will fully stand it. 
He 
certainly evinces his earnestness by making 
the ofler, and at the same time has sense of 
its importance. 
It is rather strange that with all the atten­ 
tion devoted to the machinery of churches 
there is but one church that seizes the real 
key to success in the matter of pastors. 
The 
Catholic church has a regular order of preach­ 
ers, and wherever the church Is at all nume­ 
rous the pastor has an assistant, and where 
the pastoral work is not kept almost distinct 
from the preachers It is at least divided to 
such an extent that it doe3 not interfere with 
the preacher’s hoars for study and prepara­ 
tion.’ There is scarcely a church iu any but 
the largest cities but expects a miracle, and 
the fact that miracles cannot conveniently be 
wrought every day accounts for the lack of 
vigor so painfully manifest in so many of these 
organizations. 
The cases are very rare in 
which a preacher of more than average ability 
is at all successful in a social way; while the 
as tor who mingles most freely and constant­ 
ly among his people, is the mo3t tender sym­ 
pathizer in their sorrows, adviser in their 
troubles, and confidaut for their m03t sacred 
thoughts, 
rarely 
reaches 
above 
medi­ 
ocrity in the pulpit. 
The very tendency of 
mind that makes the one tends to unfit him 
for the other. 
The good sermon that lasts 
more than an hour in the memory of the 
hearer, must be hammered out in the study; 
but every hour spent there is begrudged by a 
people clamorous for pastoral visits, so that 
even if a man is genius enough to do both 
kinds of work well he finds them tugging 
opposite directious and mutually destructive 
of each other. 
The inan who gives two ser­ 
mons a Sunday that five hundred people care 
to listen to or from which they can derive 
profit, must pound away at them every day in 
the week, and when lie has prepared and de 
livered them lie has done all the literary work 
one man ought to do in a week. 
The fact 
that the good preacher don’t do more pastoral 
work or the good pastor more able preachin 
is, however, always put to his discredit as 
something lie won’t aud not as something he 
can’t do; and so we have an unending succes 
siou of unsatisfactory pastorates simply be­ 
cause churches won’t use a little comuion- 
sense. 
The way out of the difficulty is the 
one proposed by Adirondack Murray, which 
every church should adopt unless financially 
unable. 


H e r g li B u r le s q u e d , b u t S t ill B u s y 
The merry wits who frequent legislative 
halls have been getting up a burlesque ou 
Bergh’s laws for the betterment of the condi­ 
tion of animals. 
Like all reforms, there is a 
chance on the edges for keen wits to make 
considerable fun in the line of reducing the 
thing to an absurdity. 
The “ Act for the 
proteotion of life ” and prevention of cruelty 
to animals is decidedly funny. 
It solemnly 
enacts that any person shall be imprisoned a 
year who kills “ any animal, vertebrate or in­ 
vertebrate, winged, tinned or scaled, centi­ 
pede, octoped, sexiped, quadruped or biped,” 
and gives him six months for any wound, 
puncture or perforation of any living thing. 
When this is done by persons under twelve 
years of age they are to receive twcuiy-tive 
lashes witli a leather strap or pickled rod. 
It 
is not considered a valid excuse tl.at the ani­ 
mal is used for human food, it only being le­ 
gal to eat such animals as have died a natu­ 
ral death. 
The penalties in the case of oy­ 
sters are gradated as follows: On the half- 
shell, two months; stewed, three' months; 
Boston stewed,four months; fried,six mouths; 
roast, eight months; broiled, ten months; 
roast in the shell, twelve months. 
These de­ 
grees of punishment are arranged with a 
proper appreciation of the relative enormity. 
Any person mutilatiug any animal, such as 
cutting the ears of dogs, is made subject to 
the lex talionis. 
While the wits are thus making sport of the 
“ Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to An­ 
imals,” its noble President has been doing a 
very worthy deed in rescuing a little girl from 
the brutal treatment of a man and woman 
named Connolly, who seem to have treated the 
poor child as a slave. 
The little girl was 
prematurely old, aud had never been petted 
nor taken ou a mother’s lap, had never seen 
any stockings,and was creased with whippings 
and seamed with scars. In this case Mr. Bergh 
has stepped forward and done the unpleasant 
work of others. 
Each community has scores 
of voluble champions of humanity, who al­ 
ways wait for Mr. Bergh’s kind to do the disa­ 
greeable and responsible work; but it is plain­ 
ly to be seen that Mr. Bergh has a broad La­ 
man ity that is not exhausted by ills efforts 
in behalf of the brute creation. 


CT7H R E N T T O r iC S . 


T h a P r o t e s t o f a T r u e A r tis t. 
Charlotte Cushmao, the veteran actress, 
has done a brave deed for her profession, but 
one very much needed, in declining to serve 
gratuitously at a charity entertainment in 
Washington. 
It required some bravery to 
write the refusal, as the dramatic profession 
doesn’t receive much charity in the interpre­ 
tation of its motives by thoso who mix most 
largely in these benevolent enterprises or are 
most conspicuous in managing them. 
Failure 
on their part to do all that is asked of them 
in this respect, is invariably attributed to lack 
of sympathy with the cause. 
Charitable committees seem to thiuk all that 
artists give them in professional service costs 
them next to nothing, as it involves no actual 
outlay of imoney, 
“They only give their 
time, and what are a few hours’ time for so 
geod a cause?” say the committeemen. 
Miss 
Cushman shows that the arti3t of as great 
eminence as herself in her profession actually 
gives from $400 to $500 each night he or she 
performs at a charitable entertainment with­ 
out charge. 
The public think they are strain­ 
ing themselves greatly and exhibiting extraor­ 
dinary regard for the recipients of their dole 
vvheu they buya ticket at the munificent sum of 
from one to five dollars, while the artist who gives 
her night, for which she can command $500, 
is only credited for showing good-will, and yet 
she really returns in value received to each 
one the full amount they expended to hear 
her. 
The suggestion dropped by Miss Cush­ 
man, In concluding her letter, is very practi­ 
cal. 
The household visitation for funds, as 
well as for information regarding the necessi­ 
ties of the neighborhood, is probably the most 
efficient and at the same time most economi­ 
cal meaus of reaching the poor. 
The most 
perfect plan is that in use in a city in Germa­ 
ny whose name we do not now recall, where 
all persons desiring to contribute to the ne­ 
cessities ot the poor have entire charge of 
those in their immediate neighborhood, apply­ 
ing the funds just where they will do the most 
good, and at the same time preventing all im­ 
position. 
It wifi be a good thing if Miss CuSli- 
man’s earnest and sensible words go farther 
than effecting their immediate object, and 
help churches and kiodred organizations abol­ 
ish the entire system of raising funds by fairs, 
festivals or concerts. 
There ¡3 but little of 
the real principle of giving in requiring a 
portion of your money back in the shape of 
music or pincushions, prize cake or straw­ 
berries.

E d it o r F r e e m a n :— We are expecting the 
Senate Finance Committee to report the Sup­ 
ply Bill to-morrow, but it may not be done 
until the Senate Committee get3 through its 
new Capitol investigation, but I reckon the 
commission on that building is politically 
strong enough witli botli parties to hold their 
ground. 
There is one feature about this in­ 
vestigation that calls for comment. 
The com­ 
mittee consists of Messrs. Wood, Selkreg and 
Lowery—one able lawyer, and the two others 
sufficiently intelligent to conduct this examin­ 
ation without the aid of two outside counsel- 
who will want $1,000 each or more next year 
for their services in conducting this case 
against the Commissioners. 
In fact there 
are three lawyers besides these counsel, who 
are engaged by outsiders to push the investi­ 
gation. 
Here, then, we find three lawyers, 
who are sufficient, but the committee adds 
one or two more. 
These are the men who 
will exercise a $5,000 specimen of spasmodic 
liberality one moment, while voting against a 
$2,000 item for twenty page boys the day pre­ 
vious. 
It is or the same pattern as Comptrol 
ler Hopkins’ delusive notions and system of 
economy in many things. 
He, too, accepts a 
$1,000 item, in addition to his salary, for os­ 
tensibly performing service as a commissioner 
to fix the exterior bulkhead and piers in New 
York harbor. 
The fact is that he don’t do aii 
hour’s work in that direction. 
Such men 
ought not be too severe on page boys. 
There 
was a sort of private caucus among some of 
the New York magnates here to-day over the 
subject of that proposed Metropolitan Police 
bill, but I have not learned what, if any, de­ 
termination was arrived at. 
Van Norl’s Riverside Park or avenue job 
being dead, the Park Commissioners are push­ 
ing ahead to secure the control of those ave­ 
nues.

well-known that the Regents are fossils; hav­ 
ing no heart in common with those who 
watch over and guard our common school 
interests. 
The Regents are too aristocratic. 
There was a renewal of the old fight in the 
House to-day over that “ academic item” ot 
$250,000 contained in the appropriation bill, 
as reported to the House. 
It will be remem­ 
bered that Warner Miller made a heroic fight 
against this item, and succeeded in having it 
struck out. 
The Professors and D. D.’s felt 
sore, and they went to the Senate to get it re­ 
instated, and after a severe tug succeeded. 
When the bill came up in the House yester­ 
day, the old fight broke out anew, and after 
debatethe final vote wa3 ordered taken at 12 
o’clock to-day, and it was so taken and the 
item was again struck out by a vote of 60 to 
63, your entire delegation voting with the 
majority. 
Senator Connolly, it will be re­ 
membered, favored the item when the bill was 
uuder consideration in the Senate.

this action in the House and the election of 
Gilmour, were two large feathers in Mr. Mill­ 
er’s hat, and he wears the honors of victory 
with becoming moderty and independence.

§ 4. Nolhiug herein contained shall be con 
strued to exempt the said Andrew McIntyre 
and such executors or trustees, from legal li

forward thi3 educational institution, this bill 
becomes necessary.

The SPEAKER—Tho Chair did not observe 
the gentleuiau from Massachusetts use tho 
phrase or he would have stopped him. 
It is 
an invasion of the dignity and rights of tne 
House of Representatives to allude to the pos­ 
sibility or the President vetoing a bill. 
Mr. BUTLER—I was dealing witli what I 
saw in the newspapers, and I beg the pardon 
of ttie House for doing so (laughter), and not 
with any other view. 
I want tho matter 
brought forward so that the newspaper slan­ 
der, as I believe it, on the executive, charging 
him to be un obstructionist to the prosperity 
of the country, may be removed. 
That is all. 
I only mentioned it iu a negative sense, not 
iu a positive sense.

The SPEAKER—The Chair thinks not. 
Mr. BUTLER—I stand under correction. It 
is not parliamentary, then, to say that I do 
not think a man will do a foolish thing. 
Mr. COX of New York—The gentleman 
fron Massachusetts has already thrown to the 
House the opinions of the executive. 
Mr. BUTLER—I have not. 
Mr. COX—I think he owes it to the House 
o state his authority. 
The SPEAKER—The Chair cannot allow 
that to be discussed. 
Mr. COX—It has already been discussed 
Mr. BUTLER—I have said to the contrary, 
and if the gentleman’s ears had been as acute 
as they are long he would have understood 
me. 
(Laughter.) 
Mr. COX—The gentleman ought to have 
long ears, for he is tho organ of this adminis­ 
tration. 
Aft-er further discussion in the same vein 
the House commenced to vote. 
The first vote was on Butler's motion to lay 
on the table the motion to reconsider the post­ 
ponement vote, and it was defeated by tho 
casting vote of the Speaker.

jected—yeas 72, nays 104. 
The next vote was ou the substitute of Mer- 
riam, of the Banking Committee. 
Rejected 
without the yeas and nays, the vote by tellers 
being 67 to 89. 
Mr. MAYNARD of Tennessee then moved 
to strike out the seventh section of the bill, 
which allows banks to be organized without 
circulation. 
The section was struck out with­ 
out the yeas and na) s. 
Mr. BIERY of Pennsylvania then moved to 
strike out the eighth section, which provides 
for the monthly issue of $2,000,000 in gold 
notes as a substitute for that amount of legal 
tender notes to be cancelled and destroyed 
and not re-issued. Carried*—yeas 149, nays 95. 
Mr. NEGLEY then ofiered an additional 
section limiting the amount of United States 
notes in circulation to $400,000,000 aud pro­ 
viding for their convertibility into 3.65 per 
cent, bonds. 
Mr. KELLY moved his 3.65 proposition as 
a substitute for Negley’s. 
The previous question was then seconded 
on Negley’s and Kelly’s ameudmentt. 
Kelly’s 
amendment was’ substituted for Negley’s 
and then a vote was taken on inserting Kel­ 
ley’s amendment in the bill. 
Rejected—yeas 
118, nays 122. 
There was a great deal of excitement at­ 
tending this vote, as it was very 
close 
and several members at the extreme moment 
changed votes. 
A motion to adjourn over tid Monday wa3 
defeated—yeas 102, nays 123. 
After a great deal of time spetit over the 
parliamentary snarl the nouse at five minutes 
past six adjourned. 
The currency bill comes up to-morrow at 
1:30 a. m. to-morrow, with the seventh and 
eighth sections struck oat.

A heavy suit has been commenced against 
George H. Sharpe, Jansen Hasbrouck,William 
F. Romer, Walter B. Craue, Johu C. Brod- 
bead, Davis Wiuue, Burton G. Morss, William 
Louosbery, Frank R. Gilbert, R. T. Hume, 
JohnC. F. Hoes, W. W. Snow, The N. Y., K. 
<fc S. R. R. Co., and The Farmers Loan and 
Trust Company of the city of New York, de­ 
fendants, by Ernest Caylis and John De Ruy- 
ter, survivor of Charles Montague, plaintifls, 
in which the plaintifls claim judgment for the 
sum of $79,723. In a sworn complaint of 
about fifty folios, the plaintiffs claim they sold 
railroad iron to the above-named road to the 
amount and value of the sum for which judg­ 
ment is demanded; that it was agreed the first 
mortgage bonds of the road should be deliv­ 
ered as collateral security at 66 per cent.— 
That bonds were given as such security pur­ 
porting on their face to be the first mortgage 
consolidated bonds of the N. Y., K. <fe S. R. 
R. Co., and that such inscription on such 
bonds was made with the authority and 
knowledge of defendants.

Conachy some sugared gum drop3 and other 
candy for the babe. The mother did not then 
give the candy to the child, but on her return 
from a short absence from Jier home, fearing 
that all was not right with the¡candv, exam­ 
ined it closely and found the gum drops 
sprinkled with a fine powder. She took them 
to Squire McCord of Pleasant Valley, and he 
brought them to this city in January last and 
placed them in tliohaud3 of Dr. Warn, a stud­ 
ent in Dr. Parker’s office, who tested the su­ 
gar looking coating and found it contained 
arsonic. Acting under advice the candy was 
placed In a sealed jar, where.it now is in Dr. 
Bayley’s office awaiting the final test. Mrs. 
McConachy, it is alleged, is of the opinion 
that her paramour intended to have her give 
the child the poisoned candy which would 
have killed it, and then she would have been 
arrested for the crime, fouud guilty and dis­ 
posed of, and thus he would have beeu rid of 
them both.
